We take the following interesting arti- 


cle on the battle of Gettysburg from a 
recent issue of the Philadelphia Record: 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 1.—"General 


Lee was the originator of the Southern 
invasion of Pennsylvania in 18f>3. 
He 


was the sole and only architect ot the 
campaign which ended on the Qeld o£ 
Gettysburg. 


"He not only designed it, but so far 


departed Irom his usual attitude as to 
personally importune the Confederate 
authorities to adopt his plan for offen- 
sive operations. 


'When the suggestion was first broach- 


ed by General Lse a few days after tbe 
battle of Cbancellorsville he found both 
President Davis and Secretary of War 
Seddon very dubious about the expedi- 
ency of wholly uncovering Richmond. 
They were almost as timid for tba safety 
of the Confederate capitol as Lincoln 
and Stantou were for that of Washing- 
ton. 


But General Lee pressed his views 


persistently, and they eventually yielded 
a reluctant consent to tlie Pennsylvania 
project upon hla urgent repiesentations 
that it was the only remaining resource 
to break up the Union plans of campaign 
for that bloody year, and to save Vickf- 
burg, then the chief consideration of all 
Confederate military minds. 


'That was how and why the principal 


Confederate army was projected into the 
heart of the North in the very presence 
of an antagonist which largely outnum- 
bered it. 


Thiadoes not rest solely upon my per- 


sonal testimony. There are other living 
witnesses of its truth. I am indulging 
in no random guesses, nor making irre- 
sponsible assertions. la whole and iu 
•ill its various details the official docu- 
ments of tbe period show that General 
Lee evolved the invasion. Circumstances 
show it just as clearly. 


;It is ridiculous to assume that.Jeffer- 


son Davis conceived or ordered it, aud 
absolute folly for any sensible authority 
to stale that Lee was not permittt-d to 
exercise his own judgment in regard to 
tbe whole or any part of the operation. 
None of Lee's friends asaert any such 
nonsense. 


''I know the fact from having been 


consulted at Predericksburg by General 
Lee upon the project continuously tor a 
week prior to the middle of May, 186S, 
when, having matured his plan, he tem- 
porarily turned over the command to me 
and went down to Richmond to lay the 
matter before President Davis. 


"The final result of the war is nut 


more certain nor more clearly understood 
than this fact. There is not the shadow 


Of a foundation for Colonel A. K. We. 
Clure'a extraordinary assumption that 
Davis ordered Lee into Pennsylvania 
against the lalter'a judgment or wishes." 


Such were the clear and vigorous com- 


ments of General Longstreet, the distin- 
guished ex-Confederate, who is now 
United States Commissioner ol Rail- 
roads, upon Colonel A. Jv. McClure's 
article in The Record of Sunday, Janu- 
ary 12, in which it is assumed that Lee 
went into Pennsylvania aud "fought at 
Gettysburg against his own judgment," 
based ou some vague answers of Jeffer 
son Davis to questions put by McClure 
twenty-five years ago. 


"Do you consider, General, that the 
etlysburg campaign was a military 
under?" was the natural query I there- 
)ou propounded to him. 
'By no meaus. The result was bad, 


ut, mind you, I am not saying that the 
vasiou in Itself was ill-advised or un- 
arranted. The grand strategy pro- 
osed was good, but the ultimate battle 
actics unfortunate. Defeat 
followed, 


hereas a careful defensive battle, such

"General Lee at first thought well of 


this idea. His face was eventually set 
against it, however, because it necessita- 
ted dividing tbe army, which be prefer- 
red to hold as a unit and operate upon or 
!rom the Virginia theatre. The upshot 
was that he proposed in its stead a cam- 
paign across tbe Potomac River. 


Both Seddon and Lee, having thus 


determined against my plan as at the 


ing Federal storm, 
this stragetical offensive should be tacti- 
cally defensive, and to my earnest repre- 
sentations on this point and to its expe- 
diency he willingly assented. 


•'Having passed through Richmond 


only a few days previously, where I had 
conferred with Mr. Seddon, I was very 
doubtful if General Lee could win their 
consent down there to a movement into 
Pennsylvania, knowing how fearful they 
were just then for tbe safety of the capi- 
tal. 
But nevertheless he did, and the 


Gettysburg campaign followed. 


"I thought the general plan a good 


one, in view of onr necessities, and still 
think so. I seconded the movement with 
enthusiasm, and was confident we could 
win. My hope, aside from the fighting 
qualities of our troops, was chied; based 
on General Lee's great ability as a de- 
fensive commander, the identical quality 
for which be is so unstintedly eulogized 
by Colonel McClure. 
It was knowledge 


of this that constrained me to urge a 
strict tactical defensive. With a defen- 
sive battle I am confident there would 
have been no Gettysburg defeat and sub- 
sequent ruin of the Southern cause." 


JEFFERSON DAVIS. 


General Longstreet's attention was 


called to Colonel McClure's statement 
about Jefferson Davis'"evasive" expla- 
nations. "Why should Mr. Divis be 
vague in regard to a matter upon which 
ha was fully informed, and, indeed, was 
the highest authority, General ? IB it not 
possible there may be something in Colo- 
nel McClure'a assumption ?" 


"President Davis' so-called evasions, 


to those wbo knew him personally, do 
not indicate what Colonel McClure 
hastily assumes. Mr. Davis was a culti- 
vated gentleman, one very sensitive upon 
small points of honor and courtesy. 
He 


was courageous, too. He was convers- 
ing about the greatest disaster to South- 
ern arms. The President could not say 
truthfully that he had sent- Lee upon 
that unfortunate campaign. And to a 
stranger, and one from the North, he did 
not wish to throw the blame upon his 
defeated commander. He probably did 
not wish to be quoted either way. That 
was all his evasions meant. 


"In bis book, written long afterward, 


the same delicacy toward General Lee is 
observed. He does not say that Lee was 
responsible ; he assumes his share or the 
fault, i£ fault there was, by merely say- 
ing: 'It was decided by a bold move- 
ment to attempt to transfer hostililic-B to 
the north side of tbe Potomac.' 


TACTICAL CONSIDERATION'S. 


There was no irritation in General 


Longstreet's manner in discuESing Colo- 
nel MtClure's criticism of his suggestion 
to General Lee to Dank tbe Union army 
out of its impregnable position ou Ceme- 
tery Ridge. 
He talked at length upon 


that phase of Gettysburg with perfect 
clearness and coolness. Among other 
things he said in answer to various ques- 
tions: 


"I shall not, of course, gainsay Colo- 


nel McClure's decision that' General 
Lee's superior military judgment and 
experience tnity be accepted as against 
my advice offered repeatedly in front of 
Gettysburg to move swiftly by Maade's 
left JUtik toward Washington, yet bitter 
defeat and a lost cause prove that Gen- 
eral Lee erred iu not listening to me. 
The Gettysburg position was of no ac- 
count to us aside from its occupants. 


"Admitted that a battle waa inevita- 


ble somewhere thereabout, why accept it 
on the enemy's ground 'i As a defensive 
position Gettysburg waa absolutely ter- 
riflc in its aspects. 
Where could the 


Confederates, in any conceivable series 
of maneuvers for position, have stumbled 
upon a more difficult one to attack ? 


"We had, then, everything to gain and 


nothing toloaaby looking elsewhere, aud 
without yielding our strategic offensive. 
It is now generally confessed that any 
place was better, for the Confederates 
than Gettysburg. But General Lee, with 
strange fatuity, insisted upon taking that 
one chance. I proposed looking for an 
easier one. 


It is folly to assert that we were com. 


pelled to fight because we were in such 
close contact with the enemy. Oh July 2 
I marched for a long distance in plain 
view along the front of tbe Union army 
to get into position to attack up the 
Etcmitsburg road, according to General 
Lee's directions, without being molested 
by Meade's troops. 
We, indeed, got 


upon tbe extreme left flank of his entire 
line. We could have gone on indefinitely 
without being attacked. In fact, Hood, 
one of my division commanders, ear- 
nestly prayed for permission to go farther 
to the right, but was held to the original 
order ot attack. To ua, ou the extreme 
right of the Confederate line, itappeared 
an easy military problem to turn Meade 
out of the Gettysburg position. 


HANCOCK'S TESTIMONY. 


"Take the Union evidence on this 


head. Upon hearing of the first day's 
battle, and that Reynolds bad been 
killed, Meade hurried Hancock up to 
the front to look over the field and make 
dispositions. After 
an boar's survey 


Hancock wrote to Meade: 'We have 
now taken up a position in the cemetery, 
and cannot well be taken; it is a posi- 
tion, however, easily turned.' 


"Now, 
then, there were my reasons 


for proposing a fUnk march very tersely 
stated by an able Union ollleer who saw 
the ground amid the smoke of the guns. 
According to Hancock it was a position 
which could not be carried by assault, 
but it waa one easil> turned. About a 
mile away across tbe valley of death I 
was saying the same thing to General 
Lee at almost precisely the same hour.

General Halleck telegraphed to Meade:

Washington, I shall fall back to my sup- 
plies at Westminster.' 


"How will Goionel HcUlure explain 


this? Here is proof positive that the 
Ib'.nk movement I was theu pressing 
General Lee to make WHS feared by Gen- 
eral Meade. Meade tells us, too, what 
the tffect of such a movement would 
bavii been; he would at once have fallen 
bad;, without a buttle, to Westminster,

Of what value to us woulti 
have been the bare position of Gettys- 
burg in that event 'i 


"That was what Meade said on the 


Held. 
Here is what he wrote couud«nii- 


ally seven yeara afterward to Mr. G. G. 
Benedict.oE Burlington, Vermont, dated 
March 10, 1S70 : 


Longstreet'a advice to Lee was sound 


military sense ; it was the step L feared 
Lee would take, and to meet which and 
be prepared for was the object u£ toy in- 
struciions to Butteifleld. 


"The instructions to Butteifleld were 


to prepare a contingent order for a re- 
treat from Gettysburg, a subject of end- 
less controversy between the Union Gen- 
erals. 
Colonel McClure must revise 


some of his conclusions about Gettys- 
burg if be will carefully read all the data. 
The foregoing, I think, is sufficient to 
vindicate me in the suggestion I repeat- 
edly offered General Lee at Gettysburg." 


RELATIONS ivrrir LEE. 


"What is the real ground for tbe per- 


sonal resentment you hold toward Lee, 
General, 
mentioned 
by Colonel Me- 


Clure?" waa ona of the questions 1 
aaked General Longstreet. 


"Colonel McClure wofully misappre- 


hends," he quickly answered, 
"The at 


tacks upon ine by tbe Virginia crowd, 
Jubal Karly, Fitz Lee, 1'endleton, D.ib. 
Maniy and other third-rates, began long 
after R. E. L°e's deaih. It is now 
known of all the world that they sought 
to make me a scapegoat for the Gettys- 
burg disaster. 
I have disproved their 


apocryphal tales of orders to me for sun- 
rise attacks and other lite rot. 
I have 


held personal, resentment toward tbero, 
but not toward General Lee. lie knew 
nothing of their unwarranted woik. 


"I loved and respected General Lee. 


I did not complain of him because of our 
Gettysburg failure. H- never criticised 
cny work there. His cllicial reports and 
correspondence show that he fully ap- 
vmved my operations throughout. Our 
relations afterward were as close as ever. 
To others he expressed regret that my 
advice had not been followed. 
We con 


tinue.d to correspond until his death. 
In 


the fall, after Gettysburg, while I was 
upon a forlorn hope in Tennessee, he 
wrote me to hasten my work and come 
back as soon as possible; that he wanted 
and needed me. 
When I proposed to 


become a merchant iu Xew Orleans just 
after the war, he wrote me thus on Jan 
uary 19, 1806, from Lexicgton, Va.; 


If you become as good a merchant as 


you were a soldier, I shall be content. 
No one will tben excel you, and no one 
can wish you more success and more 
happiness than I. My interest and af- 
fection for you will never cease, and mv 
prayers are always offered for your pros- 
uerity. I am moat truly joure, 
It. E LEE. 


"General Lee never gave rne any cause 


for personal resentment. It is true that, 
in answer toj.be later diatribes of his 
partisans, I have said that General Lee 
in sight of the Federal position at Get 
tysburg, lost his splendid f quipoiEe aud 
precipitated a needless attack, which los 
us the battle. This was God's truth 
and nobody was better aware of it than 
General Lee himself. But we had talked 
that over several times without shaking 
out friendship or mutual confidence, as 
the correspondence shows. To disagree 
about a military plan did not mean thai 
two old fiieuds were henceforth to bi 
enemies. 


"Concealed under lljrid praise of Gen 


eral Lee is a rather transpaient desigi 
ou Colonel McClure's part to thereby ex 
aggerate 
unnecessarily the 
military 


ability and achievements of Genera 
Meade, the Union commander at Get 
tysburg, who was also a IVnnsylvanian 
General Meade's fame requires no sucl 
special pleading.

by the vieiory of Chancelloraville.

AH Virginians naturally desired to rid 
their Slate of the enemy.

ot all its general drivers were Virginians, 
and several of them personal t'avoriles 
tf General L :e. O.ie of them was a son 
and another n nephew. Of its five corps 
commanders, including tho cavalry and 
artillery, four—1C well, A. P. Hill, Stuart 
and Penclletou—were from General Lee's 
Stale. 


Longstieet was the only really con- 


ipicuous clli'Jer in the army not a Vir- 
ginian. There wens some .3-5 general 
.Illcers in II,at army ; aside from Lang- 
street there were only live outsiders hav- 


.g any considerable reputation aa Jead- 
s or of suliicient alatus to ii.lluence 
=e. These were Mil/iwa, Hood, llsdes,

L^ugstreel, of course, was too able acd 
uispicuous before the country to be ig- 
ored when great operations were under 
inaideration, but the army, nevetthe- 
aa, was practically controlled by tbe

•t, Fendletou, Pickett, Eirly, Iloath 
id a loiitf Hue of lesser ones in. ccm- 
mnd of brigades and regiments. 
Thus the personal influences environ- 
ig Lse, as well as material interests, al! 


i tide strofigly for an invasion which 
ould throw back the Federals from his 
tate. It is easy to see tbe source of 
•>e's inspiration, and the reason for it. 
Ou tte other hand, Duvis and Long 
reet took scope more of national inter- 
ste. It waa impossible for either to 


lly appreciate this super-sensitive Vir- 
inia feeling. 
With his capital defen- 


vely safe, Davis' eyes were then bent 
o the Southwest. He thought tbe Mis- 
ssippi was the critical line iu 1863.

ooked to Virginia. On this fiontier 
ia iifiuepce after Chancellorsville was 
ipreme ; he was almost necessarily given 
reerein.

XATIOXAL PARKS. 


In the House of Representatives last 


Wednesday a measure was adopted, 
which, i{ it becomes a law, will materi- 
ally change the management of national 
military parka. 


In the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill 


being considered by the House at timt 
time was an item of *75,OOQ for continu- 
ing the work at the Gettysburg National 
Park and otter items for similar parks 
elsewhere. A provision was offered 'and 
adopted which reads as follows: 


JIo portion of the foregoing sums for 


national military parks shall be used 
during the fiscal year 1903 for the paj- 
naeut of more than one commissioner for 
service in connection with each of said 
parks under the direction of the Secretary 
of War, nor shall pnore than 10 per cent, 
of the sums for either of said parks be 
expended for the salaries of clerks or 
other employes." 


We take it that this means that the 


number of commissioners is to be re- 
duced to one and that the amount pajj 
to all employes in whatever position shall 
not exceed 10 per cent, of the appropria- 
tion. 


Should this measure become a law the 


amount to be expended here during the 
year for labor, guards, surveying, etc., 
could not exceed $7.600, the appropria- 
tion being 375,000. This would largely 
reduce the force of men at present en- 
gaged, as the pay to these men now ag- 
gregates, about $20,000 in the year, or 
about three times as much as the pro- 
posed law would allow. 


The Senate has not yet acted on the 


matter.

population of the Philippines.

pires. 


The total area of the United States, 


including all insular and other posses- 
sion?, is now 3,690,822 square miles, 
about one-fourteenth of the entire land 
surface 01 the earth. The three countries 
exceeding the United States in popula- 
tion also tuipass it in area.

When buying a cow for the dairy <3o 


not give an; consideration to her future 
value as a beef animal. 
Dairy cows are 


not intended for producing beef, and any 
attempt to get a profit on beef from a 
dairy CQW will in lorn of butter aiic 


Fallow crops do not pay. Naked soils 


are more exhausting of the nitrogen of 
the soil than a summer crop. A crop ot 
rag weed on a stubble soil may be a nui- 
sance in one respect, but it protects the 
soil from the heating rays of the sun ii 
summer, at a time when the process ot 
nitrification is at the greatest activity. 
A green crop, to be plowed under, is an 
excellent protection to the soil at all 
times. 


It takes time, from the planting of the 


trees to the bearing stage, to derive re- 
sults fiom an apple orchard, but the 
value ot the orchard will depend upon 
the work given it during the first two 
or three years. When an apple orchard 
of selected varieties has once been secur- 
ed it should give a large profit every 
year, not only In fruit, but also in using 
the land for stock at certain times, and 
even by occasionally growing a hoe or 
grass crop. Some large orchards are 
now used as locations for poultry. 


Have at least one hive of bees, if fruit 


is a specialty. Bees are valuable assis- 
tants in fertilizing the blossoms. 


Hose buahes should be well trimmed 


anrl given shallow cultivation. They 
will not thrive if surrounded by grass. 
If the bushes are weak, water them once 
a week with a solution made by dissolv- 
ing a teaspoonful of nitra'e of soda and 
the same quantity of phosphate of pot- 
ash in a pint ot water, saturating the 
ground around each bush. Always stir 
the surface of the ground when it be- 
comes dry. 


One of the causes of complaints with 


garden seeds is that many farmers make 
mistakes in planting and caring for the 
cropj. lama beans are planted witb 
early peas, and string beans are put in 
too soon. While the peas will endure 
cool weather and thrive, the beans will 
be chilled and fail to make.growth. All 
tender plants, such as henna, melons, 
squashes and sweet corn, should be 
planted only after the ground is warm. 
Beets, carrots and parsnips may be 
planted as soon as the ground will per- 
mit. 


The value of any kind of farm stock 


depends upon the progress made by each 
animal during the first year of its life, 
whether pure-bred or not. 


Do not miss having small patches of 


sage, mint, thyme and other pot plants. 
Parsley can be grown from seed the first 
year, and will last two or more seasons 
if cared for. Spear mint will grow and 
increase from a few plants, and will 
thrive on a damp location. Sage, i£ once 
established, will remain for years. 
Pot 


plants lake up but little room and can be 
made ornamental in a garden. 


The best breeds of fowls for free range 


are the non-setters. All non setters lay 
eggs with white shells, and will not be- 
come broody unless made excessively 
fat. 
They are active and in the summer 


season, when grass and insects can be 
obtained, are nearly se!i-sn;>portiug. 
Among the favorites may be mentioned 
the Leghorns, which are divided into 
the brown, black, white, buff and Domi- 
nique varieties, differing only in color, 
and they are hardy and vigorous. They 
also make good winter layers it given 
warm quarters, and, being small in size, 
more ot them can be kept on a given 
space than of the large breeds. 


When butter is gathered in the churn 


in the granular form it is never over- 
churned. Pounding it in a lump or 
large mass is what overchurus it. 


Ornamental plants should be arranged 


so as to represent forms, and the colors 
should also be arranged to correspond. 
With their aid a pretty effect may be 
given a llower garden. 


There is nearly always considerable 


fuogus growth on the limbs and trunks 
of trees. Scrape and wash thoroughly 
with a strong solution of concentrated 
lye. 
A few days after so doing apply 


whitewash, using it plentifully, repeat- 
ing the work again a few months later. 
The trees will be improved both in vigor 
and appearance.

Ducks or geese should never be allow- 


ed ou luwne. The goose will pull gr&as 
out by the roots. Being voracious feeders 
and not very dainty all aquatic birds 
should be kept ia orchards, as they de- 
stroy youni? weeds and consume many 
insects. The goose is very partial to 
purslaine and will utilize it to good ad- 
vantage. Ducks will also consume al- 
most any kind of green food, and can be 
kept at but little expense if made to 
forage for food. 


When selecting peas for an early sup- 


ply the dwarf varieties will be found 
most suitable, as they do not have to 
make heavy growth of vine before com- 
ing into bearing. The more wrinkled 
the seed the better the quality of the 
pea, though some of Che earliest peas are 
not wrinkled. Tbe Champion is one of 
tbe best in quality, but is not early and 
is not as prolific as some varieties. Tbis 
is an excellent time for planting peas.
